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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment of August 17, 2005. In making 
the below rejection the examiner has considered and addressed each of the applicant's 
arguments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weatherston in view of Good et al as set forth in the previous office action. 

Ailowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 17, 2005, with regards to claim 8, have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant makes two arguments with 
regards to the rejection set forth under 35 USC 103 and the Weatherston and Good et 
al references. First, the applicant notes that the invention disclosed by the Weatherston 
reference is a series pump and the invention disclosed by the present invention is a 
parallel pump. The applicant goes on to note the structural differences between series 
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and parallel type pumps as disclosed by Weatherston and the present invention. 
Secondly, the applicant notes that neither Weatherston nor Good et al teach the use of 
a spacer plate having a temperature aperature. 

The examiner disagrees with both of these arguments for the same reason. The 
structural details noted and discussed by the applicant are not reflected or set forth in 
the claims. Specifically, Claim 8 only sets forth that the base plate has an inflow opening 
and the upper gear plate has an aperature communicating with an outlet. As set forth in 
the rejection Weatherston discloses such structure. Further, nowhere does claim 8 set 
forth a spacer plate with a temperature aperature and probe. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the type of flow through the pump and the spacer plate) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
